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Court Answers City Letter 


Mayor Says More Questions Raised Than Answered

In the last issue of this newspaper 
(April 16, 1991), | wrote about alleged 
problems that the City was having with 
the 34th District Court, and included 
the text of aletter, sent to the Court by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally, in which she 
questioned some of the Court’s actions 
and requested an explanation. Many 
questions were asked, as you may re- 
call, but neither the Court Administra- 
tor, Nancy Schuette, nor Judge Henry 
Zaborowski would talk to me about the 
letter or the alleged problems. 

On the day that the Paper came out, 
the Court sent an answering letter to 
the City, but the Administrator never did 
contact me, and has not to this date. | 
guess that one reason for her lack of 
_ reply is that she was attending some 
sort of seminar, and | understand that, 
_ this week, she is on vacation. 

Anyway, the City’s letter was an- 
swered and, below, you'll find that re- 
sponse printed in its entirety so that 
you can read it for yourself. (By the way, 
| didn’t receive a copy of the answer 
until Thursday or Friday of last week.) 

| did, however, call Mayor McAnally 
about the reply. 

“This reply raises more questions 
than there were before,’ she said. “‘In 
fact, it raises many more questions than 
it answers.” 

As you'll read below, the Court 
says that they will provide documenta- 
tion to support their statements. In her 
interview with me, McAnally said that 
she is certainly going to take advantage 
of that offer and see just how much 
documentation is actually released to 
her when she requests it. 

When asked about the allegation 
that police officers were given permis- 
sion by Police Chief Fred Dansby to 
work at the Court in their off-duty hours, 
McAnally said that the Chief can only 
remember two times that he gave writ- 
ten permission for such action. Later, 
| talked to Dansby myself, and he con- 
firmed McAnally’s statement, adding 
that, before he became Chief, some 
police officers worked for the Court as 
independent contractors. He also said 
that there are no records in any of the 
officers’ files indicating that they had 
worked as independent contractors. In 
fact, according to Dansby, there are no 
records of how many officers worked, 
what they did, or for how long they 
worked. 


It does not appear that this issue is 
going to be settled very quickly or very 
peacefully. It does appear that this en- 
tire matter may turn into some very try- 
ing legal case before it is finally settled. 

Below, you will find the Court’s re- 
ply to McAnally’s letter printed in its 
entirety. | have deleted the copy reiter- 
ating the City’s allegations in order to 
save space; see the front page of our 
April 16 issue for the text of McAnally’s 
letter, or contact the City for a copy of 
the original. 


Dear Mayor McAnally: 

The following numbered paragraphs 
attempt to address forthrightly and hon- 
estly the allegations set forth in your 
letter dated March 15, 1991. You must 
keep in mind, however, that many alle- 
gations lack specificity and clarity and, 
therefore, the Court’s answers to these 
allegations necessarily had to be of a 
general nature: 

Answer to Allegation No. 1: Magistrate 

The Magistrate position has been 
eliminated for all intents and purposes. 
That is, the Court will only utilize a 
Magistrate under very limited circum- 
stances and emergency situations and 
only when a visiting Judge is either not 
available or the visiting Judge’s com- 
pensation is more expensive than that 
of a Magistrate. (On April 8, 1991, Mark 
Maironis resigned his appointment as 
a Magistrate.) 

In our opinion, the Magistrate’s 
compensation was determined in ac- 
cordance with applicable law. Please 
note that the compensation for a Magis- 
trate and/or a visiting Judge was spe- 
cifically identified under contract ser- 
vices in the last two operating budgets 
approved by the City. On many occa- 
sions, the Court discussed with the City 
the fact that the Magistrate’s hourly 
rate was $40 and the City never raised 
any objections. 

Answer to Allegation No. 2: Court 
Building Addition 

The Court has not authorized, nor 
could it authorize, change orders in the 
construction and architectural plans 
set forth in the building contract be- 
tween the City Building Authority and 
Vig Construction Company. Jim Napior- 
kowski attended the monthly architec- 
tural meetings and any change orders 
were discussed in those meetings and 
approved by him. To the extent changes 

~ were made that are not properly reflect- 


ed by written “change orders”, then 
that is a legal contractual matter be- 
tween the Building Authority and Vig 
Construction. 

The Court is not aware of any build- 
ing code violations, but again, if there 
are violations, that would be a matter 
between the Building Authority and Vig 
Construction. 

Answer to Allegation No. 3: Expendi- 
tures 

The Court’s budget has been ap- 
proved by the City each and every year 
and, each and every year, the Court has 
operated within its budget. 

Expenses have risen due to salary 
and fringe benefit increases, addition- 
al employees, building renovation ex- 
penses, contracted services (primarily 
due to Judge Stone’s heart attack), in- 
flation, equipment purchases, etc. The 
City has the Court’s annual audits from 
1988 to June 30, 1990 and can easily 
account for the increased expenses. 

Although expenses have increased, 
nevertheless the City has realized over 
the years considerable revenue from 
the Court and the Court expects the 


City to realize over $600,000 in revenue 
for the 1990-91 fiscal year. 

The City should carefully consider 
its ambitions and desire to operate and 
control the Court. The Judges of the 
34th District Court have taken seriously 
their fiscal responsibility to the com- 
munities they serve and the revenue 


generated by the Court in past years 
is testimony to their dedication. 
Answer to Allegation No. 4: Revenues 

City revenues, excluding parking 
fund, derived from the Court actually 
declined $213,000 from the year ended 
June 30, 1989 to June 30, 1990. The rea- 
sons for this decrease are numerous. 
For example, revenues received by the 
City for the year ended June 30, 1989 in- 
cluded an additional payment of approx- 
imately $100,000 representing a ‘‘clean- 
out” of funds which had accumulated 
during many prior years operations. Ad- 
ditionally, the Court’s case load from 
traffic tickets is down approximately 
3,000 tickets, representing $75,000 in 
revenue. Lastly, the Court experienced 
considerable unexpected expenses for 
visiting Judges and Magistrates’ com- 
pensation due to Judge Stone’s heart 
attack. 
Answer to Allegation No. 5: Construc- 
tion Debt 

The Court can only, once again, reit- 
erate that in its opinion, the City will re- 
alize approximately $600,000 plus rev- 
enue in the 1990-91 fiscal year. To date,

I guess the earliest memories | have 
of her are from the time when | was a 
very small child, probably about two 
years old. 

As many of you know, my father 
was a part-time musician and, back in 
Ashland, Kentucky, where | was born, 
he worked at night at the local radio 
station, WCMI. | remember lying beside 
her, her arms around me, as we listened 
to my dad play music on the radio. 








My next recollection of her comes 
from a year or two later — atime when 
my grandfather came over on my birth- 
day and rolled me under the bed, then 
turned me over his knee and smacked 
my behind one time for every year of 
my life, plus one for good luck. | re- 
member telling my grandfather how | 
hated him for that, and | remember her 
giving me a really good spanking and 
telling me | had better not talk to my 
grandfather like that again. 

| also remember, during the war, the 
nights and days when she worked at the 
shell factory, and how much | missed 
her when she was gone; how | would 
cry myself to sleep because she wasn’t 
home. 

| remember, as | got older and un- 
derstood things better, how she would 
go to work, along with my dad, at the 
bomber plant in Ypsilanti, and how they 
both had to go without things, including 
clothes, so that my two younger broth- 
ers and | would have clothes to wear to 
school. 

| remember that, when | got a penny 
to buy candy with, she would make me 
share some of my candy with her if | 
hadn’t eaten it all before | got home. 
(Of course, she was only 17 years older 
than | was — still a kid herself.) 

| remember that, when | was seven 
years old, | contracted polio. | was very 


sick and they had me in isolation at the

ber her begging me to talk to her, and 
the tears running like a waterfall from 
her eyes and falling off her cheeks onto 
the floor outside my room. 

| remember the first time | ever saw 
her smoke a cigarette, over in the little 
shack we lived in on Ecorse Road. She 
was sitting by the coal stove in the front 
room, and every time she took a puff, 
she choked and told me not to tell my 
dad. 

| remember how she used to put on 
boxing gloves and try to teach us boys 
how to fight. (By the way, she really was 
pretty good at it and could hit really 
hard ... and still does to this day.) 

| remember how we all used to go 
fishing at the dam in Flat Rock, and 
how she would help me put the worms 
on my hook because my dad was busy 
fishing. 

Most of all, | remember that she 
never had even one piece of decent 
furniture while | was growing up, except 
for one time when she got a brand-new 
couch. She'd had it for only about two 
days when my brother burned it up 
playing (| think) with lighter fluid. | al- 
ways told her that, when | grew up, | was 
going to be rich and buy her a brand- 
new house and put all-new furniture in 
it for her. (Well, neither of those things 
have happened yet.) 

| remember how she cried the day | 
came home and told her | had joined 
the Army. | had just turned 17. | guess 
she almost went crazy when | went to 
Korea. | could tell, from the pictures 


that she sent from time to time, that 
she lost a lot of weight. 

| also remember how | used to sit 
and cry if | thought | had hurt her feel- 
ings, or if she told me she couldn't trust 
me again if! had done something wrong. 

lremember many, many good things 
about my mother. In fact, almost every- 
thing | remember about her is good; 
most of the bad things are concerned 
with what she did without while my 
brothers and | were growing up. 

lam very fortunate that my mother 
is still around. | don’t get to see her as 
often as | should or would like to, but | 
call her without fail every day. 

Like most of you, | remember many 
things about my mom. | remember how 
much she loved me and my brothers 
while we were growing up, and how 
much she still loves each of us — but, 
most of all, | remember how to love my 
mother.

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New Sound Barrier Is 
Under Construction on |-94 East

For several years, residents living 
west of Wayne Road have asked that 
a sound barrier be built along I-94 to 
cut down on the traffic noise created 
. by cars and trucks, especially during 
the nighttime hours when the noise from 
|-94keeps many residents from sleeping 
well. 


Finally, construction of the barrier 


onthe eastbound side of I-94 has begun, 
and is expected to be done (according 
to one worker at the site) by late June 
or early July. 







Actually, work started on the project 
afew months ago when the foundations 
were being dug and drain lines were 
laid. Now, block walls are being put in 
place to absorb the noise generated 
by traffic. 

It should be a welcome relief for 
those residents who have been bothered 
by the noise for many years. 

The eastbound wall will extend 
along 1-94 from |-275 to Shook Road. It 
is assumed that the same distance will 


be covered on the westbound side once.

Safety-belt Use

Motorists on Michigan streets, coun- 
ty roads, and State highways will be the 
focus of a special law-enforcement ef- 
fort to increase safety-belt use. The pro- 
gram, entitled “The Blitz,’ involves State, 
county, and local law-enforcement agen- 
cies in paying special attention to the 
nonuse or misuse of safety belts. Motor- 
ists not buckled up or having infants 
and children not buckled up can expect 
appropriate enforcement action. 

The Blitz is a National usage cam-

paign by the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration. It will be con- 
ducted during six target dates during 
the spring, summer, and fall. 

“It may soundcliche, but safety belts 
save lives. In Michigan, we spend more 
than $750 million on medical costs due 
to the nonuse of safety belts,” said Fred 
N. Dansby, Romulus Police Chief. ‘We 
want to make citizens aware that the 
Romulus Police Department will not 
look the other way when it comes to 
belt use. Whether failing to buckle up 
is a primary or secondary offense, we 
want the public to get used to using 
them. It’s the law and they save lives.” 

The latest survey of safety-belt use 
in Michigan indicates that 49.6% of mo- 
torists buckle up. Michigan's safety-belt- 
use laws helped increase compliance 
from 15% in 1965. The State’s adult and 
child passenger safety-belt laws result- 
ed in 31,710 fewer deaths and injuries, 
saving the State an estimated $734.72 
million. Experts predict that a compli- 
ance level of 70% would save 300 lives 
each year. 














Consumers Warned To Beware: 
Travelling Criminals Do 
“Hit-and-Run” Paving Jobs 


Each year, travelling criminals come 
to Michigan to do hit-and-run paving 
work. 


Homeowners and businessowners 
are urged by the Michigan Asphalt Pav- 
ing Association and the Romulus Police 
Department to be especially cautious 
when approached by people selling as- 
phalt paving and sealing products. Trav- 
elling criminals were especially active 
in Michigan last year. They are expected 
to return in force during the spring, sum- 
mer, and fall of 1991. If suspicious of 
fraudulent activity, consumers should 
call the nearest local law-enforcement 
agency or the Michigan State Police 
immediately. 


Travelling criminals usually leave 
their customers with a driveway or park- 
ing area that will eventually reveal poor 
workmanship. Poor work is not always 
evident immediately. Problems: may 
not appear for several weeks or months. 
The travelling criminal paver-will be long 
gone when the pavement begins to 
break up, making legal action difficult 
or impossible. 

Travelling criminals traditionally 


have no real local business address. 
They are even known to use the name of 
a reputable local asphalt supplier in 
order to win the customers’ confidence. 
They may use business cards and truck 
signs that appear legitimate. Addresses 
and telephone numbers are frequently 
those of only an answering service in 
another city. 


Travelling criminals sell asphalt pav- 
ing material door-to-door after having 
scouted neighborhoods for their best 
targets. Their sales pitch is designed 
to appeal to those who are especially 
susceptible to the offer of a so-called 
bargain. Their victims are often Mich- 
igan’s senior citizens. 


“If there is any doubt about the repu- 
tability of a paving firm, consumers 
should take the time to check local busi- 
nesses and bank references. Most im- 
portantly, they should insist on a written 
contract before work is started. Travel- 
ling criminals may offer a bill of sale 
or receipt, hoping the owner will accept 
it as a contract. Consumers must be 
alert,” said Chief Fred Dansby of the 
Romulus Police Department. €

Consultants’ 
Fees Kept 
to a Minimum

The Romulus School District is ac- 
tively involved with Phase | of adding to 
and redesigning present schools and 
building new school facilities through- 
out our district, thanks to the success- 
ful bond election held November6, 1990. 
Through the efforts of the architectural 
firm of Greiner, Inc., and our construc- 
tionmanaging firm of Barton-Malow, the 
accepted time line for completion of 
Phase lis right on target. Personnel from 
Greiner, Inc., meet ona regular basis 
with staff, administrators, and the Rom- 
ulus Board of Education to report on 
their planning efforts for review and ac- 
ceptance. This first phase of architec- 


tural development is necessary in order 
to put together a complete set of con- 
struction documents. 

Recently, a question was raised con- 
cerning the number of consultants the 
Board of Education has hired and the 
role these consultants have in the School 
District. Presently, the School District 
has approved only Rich Hardt as our ed- 
ucational consultant for technology for 
the five elementary schools. Hardt is 
developing a short- and long-term plan 
for the integration of technology into 
every classroom in the District. He will 
conduct a technology workshop for all 
administrators the morning of April 30, 
1991. On the same day, a workshop will 
be held for all staff in the afternoon and 
all community members at night. The 
afternoon and evening workshop will 
be held at Romulus High School. Rich 
Hardt is also working with the archi- 
tect to determine specifications for the 
voice, video, and data transmissions 
from internal and external sources for 
all of the schools. 

The Board of Education also ap- 
proved using Ms. Anne Bass as acon- 
sultant for a one time presentation to 
the Districtwide Technology Commit- 
tee that is evaluating software for use 
with the computers. Bass presented her 
workshop on March 26, 1991, to more 
than 30 staff and community people. 
At this time, it is not planned to hire 
any other consultants other than Rich 
Hardt for the Phase | construction and 
renovation. 

The Board of Education has set a 
$100,000 limit for consultant fees for the 
$45-million project. These consultant 
fees will be paid over a four-year period: 
the time planned for the total project. 

The Romulus Board of Education 
is very interested in the successful com- 
pletion of this bond issue. They encour- 
age a similar interest on the part of all 
Romulus citizens. Questions about the 
project may be directed to me at 941-1600, 
ext.

Property Tax 
Cut Plan 


House Speaker, Lewis N. Dodak (D- 
Birch Run Area), announced that while 
Michigan taxpayers can claim a victory

stand if the City wanted a revenue esti- 
mate from an outside independent audit- 
ing firm and we would cooperate in every 
way to make sure that this occurred. 
Answer to Allegation No. 6: Budget 
Reports 

The City annually approves the bud- 
get recommendations of the Court and, 
as our track record will bear out, the 
Court has been financially responsible 
by operating within the approved bud- 
get. In addition, to our knowledge, the 
Court has never denied a request by the 
City for existing financial records. 
Answer to Allegation No. 7: Court 
Employment of City Personnel 

The Court has never, to its knowl- 
edge, employed City police officers to 
act as temporary court officers without 
the Police Chief’s written permission. 
The Court’s written agreements with 
the City police officers clearly show 
that in every case the Chief indicated 
his approval of the employment rela- 
tionship. These agreements are avail- 
able for your inspection. 





If a police officer is violating some 
City rule, regulation or policy when he/ 
she acts as a temporary court officer, 
then that is a matter between the City 
and the individual police officer. 
Answer to Allegation No. 8: Internal 
Revenue Service Reporting 

The Court has reviewed its records 
since 1987 and 1099s were issued to off- 
duty police officers for earnings paid 
to them by the Court. The Court is a 
separate employer and not a depart- 
ment of the City. Therefore, the Court 
questions the business reason for the 
City’s inquiry. 

Answer to Allegation No. 9: Insurance 
Claims 

Very recently, the court did submit 
a claim for $500 to the insurance car- 
rier. It should be noted, however, that 
the claim was part of a judicially ap- 
proved settlement.

House Bill Eases Adopted Children’s 
Insurance Requirements 

Under legislation passed by the 
House, adopted children would be eli- 
gible for health care insurance as soon 
as they are placed with a family. Current 
State law says adopted children do not 
have to be placed on health care cover- 
age until the adoption is finalized, which 
can take up to a year. Supporters say 
the legislation would remove a hurdle 
that often discourages families from 
adopting children. 
Workers Serving on Juries Would Not 
Have To Use Vacation Time 

The Houseis considering legislation 
that would prohibit employers from re- 
quiring their workers to use vacation 
or personal leave time when serving 
on a jury. Employers violating the law 
would be guilty of a civil violation, and 
could be fined up to $2,000 and found 
in contempt of court. 
Legislation Would Expand Drug-free 
School Zones 

Legislation before the House would 
expand drug-free zones around Michi- 
gan schools from 500 feet to 1,000 feet. 
The current law increases penalties for 
people convicted of selling drugs within 
500 feet of school property by authoriz- 
ing prison sentences twice as long and 
fines three times as large. 
Legislation Would Prohibit Balance 
Billing by Doctors 

Legislation that would stop the prac- 
tice of ‘‘balance billing” in Michigan 
has been introduced in the House. Bal- 
ance billing occurs when doctors charge 





Medicare recipients an amount that is 
more than Medicare will pay. Supporters 
say the bill will protect the financial 
security of senior citizens who live on 
fixed incomes and can’t afford high 
medical bills, limiting their access to 
health care. 
Fleeing and Eluding Would Be a Felony 
Under House Bill 

The Houseis considering legislation 
that would establish a new felony for 
drivers who flee and elude law enforce- 


ment officers at speeds of 30 miles per .

it. The legislation also would eliminate 
the requirement that police and conser- 
vation officers be in uniform and ina 
marked police vehicle to pursue a flee- 
ing andeluding driver. Tougher penalties 
for repeat offenders also are included 
in the legislation. 


Underage Drinkers Would Face Harsher 
Penalties 

Underage drinkers would face stiffer 
fines under legislation being considered 
by the House. Under the bill, fines for 
underage drinkers would increase from 
$25 to between $100 and $500. Violators 
also could be required to participate 
in substance-abuse treatment and per- 
form community service, and could also 
lose their licenses to drive.

The auditors did not issue a Man- 
agement Letter over the past two years, 
but this fact does not reflect adversely 
or negatively upon either the Court or the 
auditing firm. In our opinion, the fact 
that the auditors have no comments 
and recommendations is a positive re- 
flection on the Court’s business pro- 
cedures. Enclosed are copies of letters 
from the auditing firm relating to this 
allegation. 

Answer to Allegation No. 12: Equipment 
Purchases 

The Court has not purchaséd equip- 
ment not normally used in the ordinary 
course of business. It is true that the 
Court owns a 10-year old full-size re- 
frigerator and microwave. The micro- 
wave was donated to the Court by its 
employees. The records are not avail- 
able to determine if the refrigerator was 
purchased by the Court or donated to 
the Court. 

The Judges’ chambers each contain 


asmall office refrigerator. Two of these 
were purchased 13 years ago and one 
was purchased for Judge Rogalle’s 
chambers in 1991 for approximately 
$175. Considering the Judges’ daily 
schedules, an office refrigerator is not 
unreasonable. 

A television and video player were 
purchased by the Courtin 1987 for use 
by the probation department in educat- 
ing defendants convicted of OUIL, and 
for in-service training for employees 
and jurors. 

Answer to Allegation No. 13: 1991-92 
Budget 

The Court’s proposed budget for the 
1991-92 fiscal year was submitted to 
the City on March 26, 1991. The Court 
apologizes for any inconvenience this 
may have caused the City, but under 
the circumstances, it was not possible 
to submit the proposed budget any 
earlier.

“We will continue to advo- 
cate a tax cut strategy that gives mean- 
ingful relief to average homeowners, 
because they have shouldered burgeon- 
ing assessment increases while corpo- 
rations have been given gaping tax loop- 
holes and huge tax abatements.” 

Speaker Dodak said that the key 
principles of the House Democratic tax 
cut plan are: 

e A property tax cut based on 20% 
across the board gives an unfair ad- 
vantage to those wealthy enough to 
own the most expensive homes. In- 
stead, atax cut should be based on an 
across-the-board dollar cut, such as 
exempting the first $30,000 from the 
value of ahome, as the House Dem- 
ocratic plan would do. It is this differ- 
ence that makes the House Demo- 
cratic plan more meaningful to aver- 
age homeowners, who own homes 
up to $150,000, who would get more 
tax relief under the House Democrat- 
ic plan than under the Engler plan.

The Engler plan 
gives 36% of all tax cut dollars back 
to business. House Democrats be- 
lieve that the 20-year pattern of shift- 





ing the tax burden in Michigan away 
from corporations and onto the backs 
of individuals must be corrected. 

° Property tax relief also should benefit 
small businesses, the real job pro- 
ducers in Michigan. The House Dem- 
ocratic plan would provide Single 
Business Tax relief for small busi- 
nesses by reducing the alternative 
profits tax rate by 50%. 

e Property tax relief should not be initi- 
ated until there is a clear way to fund 
it. An immediate tax cut can be fund- 
ed by eliminating the Capital Acqui- 
sition Deduction, which the courts 
have turned into a billion-dollar bud- 
get problem by allowing credits for 
out-of-state investments. Rather than

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Defrauding MESC Could 
Land You in Jail!

Over the years, there have been 
many reports of insurance fraud prob- 
lems in the Michigan Employment Se- 
curity Commission’s (MESC) insurance 
system, both in the payment of benefits 
and the collection of taxes. Some em- 
ployers may not pay into the unemploy- 
ment insurance system or clients may 
Falsify their claim reports to collect more 
benefits than they are eligible to receive. 

While the Michigan unemployment 
system was overhauled in 1989 to ad- 
dress the insurance fraud issue, some 
inconsistencies in penalties for viola- 
tions remained. A series of new State 
laws signed this year addresses these 
shortcomings by establishing penal- 
ties for MESC fraud, embezzlement, 
conspiracy, coercion, and other related 
violations. : 

The new penalties range from re- 
paying illegally obtained MESC bene- 
fits, to a combination of prison sen- 
tences and community service. Each 
client, employer, or MESC employee 
engaging in a violation will receive the 
same penalty. 

Under the new laws, the severity of 


the penalty will vary with the severity of 
the crime. There will be shorter prison 
time for lesser offenses, increases in 
financial penalties, and the possibility 
of community service rather than jail 
time for some offenders. 

The new laws also recognize the 
need to separate MESC violations from 
the State penal code, so the newly de- 
veloped MESC penalty structure can be 
strictly followed throughout the State. 

The new laws allow the MESC to re- 
cover money obtained by a person not 
eligible to receive it and set a three- 
year limit on the time the Commission 
has to recover improperly paid benefits. 
Financial penalties collected from the 
MESC violations will be deposited ina 
special account and credited annually 
to the Unemployment Trust Fund. 

Michigan’s unemployment insur- 
ance system is designed to help main- 
tain the basics of life for individuals who 
are laid off or left without a job after a 
business shuts down. It’s unfortunate 
that employers and clients attempt to 
skirt the system by underpaying the in- 
surance system or falsifying claims. 
These new laws will help MESC officials 
preserve services for the people who 
truly need them. 0

Update 


The City of Romulus’s Recycling 
Drop-off Center is reporting a large in- 
crease in participation since its incep- 
tion in August of last year, but officials 
are now faced with another problem 
that accompanies the large numbers: 
an overall lack of education from the 
general public on how to prepare the 
recyclables that are being taken. “The 
numbers are rising, and that is great,” 
Recycling Coordinator Jeffery Martell 
states, ‘‘but the recyclables are not be- 
ing prepared correctly, and that causes 
problems with the companies who re- 
ceive our materials.” 

Officials are quick to point out that 
the public needs to prepare the recy- 
clables more carefully in order to ensure 
that the recycling process is being done 
correctly, thus allowing the City to re- 
duce its waste costs. “If the materials 
are contaminated, mixed together, have 
food still in them, or are not clean, the 
real process of recycling is not being 
done, and we will start to return the dirty 
products,” Martell says. He encourages 
residents to follow the guidelines for 
preparing recyclables as follows. 
Glass 

Remove plastic caps and lids at 
home; they cannot be recycled at this 
time. Metal caps and lids can be recy- 
cled with your cans. Wash, rinse, and 
sort by color (green, clear, and brown). 


Glass Not Taken 

Plate (window) glass, pyrex, ceram- 
ic; pottery dishes, and drinking glasses 
cannot be recycled at this time. 
Newspapers 

Only newsprint will be accepted — 
no phone books, envelopes, or glossy 
materials. Paper must be bundled with 
string only — no synthetic cords, ny- 
lons, or nylon/metal strapping wrap. 
Try large bundles. 
Metal/Tin/ Aluminum Cans 

Drop off all sizes. Please remove 
tops and bottoms (if possible), wash, 
rinse, and flatten (to save on storage 
space in the home). 
Plastics 

. Drop off milk, juice, water, vinegar, 

bleach, and detergent containers that 
are marked with a #1 or a #2 symbol 
stamped in the bottom (in the recycling 
triangle). Remove plastic caps at home; 
they cannot be recycled at this time. 
Wash and rinse; flatten or crush to save 
on storage space in the home. 
Plastics Not Taken 

No plastic oil cans; dirty or moldy 
plastic containers; cheese, yogurt, sour 
cream, or ‘Cool Whip’ cups; dirty mus- 
tard or ketchup containers; cups; mugs; 
plates; plastic utensils; Tupperware or 
other such containers; microwave dish- 
es; or bottles or jugs that contained 
motor or vegetable oil. They are hard 
to clean and contaminate the plastic 
collected. 

“Clean recyclables are important. 
It saves us time sorting the materials,

As previously stated, the Romulus 
Parking Bureau fundis aCity fund which 
the City requested the Court to operate 
in 1970. In the Court’s audit of January 1, 
1969 - December 31, 1970, the auditors 
specifically state that the Court’s audit 
will not include this fund ‘since it is a 
fund of the City of Romulus, deriving 
its receipts from Metropolitan Airport 


parking violations.” The City’s audit for — 


the year ending June 30, 1971 did, in 
fact, include the parking fund because 
the City auditors determined that the 
34th District Court was merely an agent 
of the City in collecting the fines. 

In short, since the inception of the 
Romulus Parking Bureau fund, it has 
been solely a City fund and according- 
ly, the audit responsibility has always 
remained with the City. As previously 
stated, the City originally audited the 
fund, but for some reason, unknown to 
the Court, did not continue auditing 
after 1971. 

Although the City has never asked 
the Court to accept the City’s respon- 
sibility for auditing the Parking Bureau 
fund, the Court, on its own volition, 
audited the fund for the 1989-90 fiscal 
year and has asked the State to audit 
the fund for the preceding years. That 
audit will be completed shortly. 

In the 1990 calendar year, 9,659 tick- 
ets were issued and the average fine 
was $25. 

Answer to Allegation No. 15: Purchasing 

The Court will be implementing busi- 
ness procedures for awarding contracts, 
which procedures will be consistent 
with the standards required by the State 
Court Administrator's Office. The Court 
is in the process of securing approval 
of Administrative Order 1991-1 by the 
State Court Administrator's office.

Answer to Allegation No. 17: Indepen-

Under the law, the Court is legally 
a separate and distinct entity from the 
City, is not a department or activity of 
the City, and the Court, not the City, is 
solely responsible for the management 


and control of its business affairs. The” 


Court will, however, cooperate with the 
City, in order to maximize revenues to 
the District Control Unit, but the Court 
must retain and exercise its legal re- 





sponsibility for the overall administra- 
tion of the Court. 
Answer to Allegation No. 18: Vending 
Machines 
Vending machine monies approxi- 
mate $60 per month, and the money is 
utilized for the purpose of purchasing 
coffee for use by jurors, Court employ- 
ees and other appropriate persons. 
Answer to Allegation No. 19: Elections 
The Court has no knowledge that 
campaign material was produced at 
Court expense and we are unaware of 
the literature you refer to that contains 
the telephone number of the Court. 
The Court was closed on Election 
Day and the closure of the Court was 
approved by the State Court Adminis- 
trator’s Office. If Court employees cam- 
paigned for the Magistrate in his elec- 
tion for Judgeship, then that is a matter 
between the Magistrate and the employ- 
ee and is of no concern to the Court or 
the City. In the Court’s opinion, public 
employees have the constitutional right 
to engage in campaign activities with- 
out fear of intimidation or reprisal by 
any governmental agency, including 
the City.

Fishing Charters (941-3529) 

During the month of May, | concen- 
trate my fishing for walleye (depending 
on the weather) in the far southern end 
of the western basin of Lake Erie. Take 
I-75 south to Exit 11, which is La Plai- 
sance Road; then go east just over the 
expressway and turn left into the DNR 
launching site for Bolles Harbor. (They 
have at least 10 ramps and parking for 
200 boats and trailers.) Head out on the 
river for about one-quarter of amile; turn 
south and run past Luna Pier. Start fish- 
ing in eight to 12 feet of water, using the 
same equipment we used for the jig- 
ging method (see the April 2 edition of 
The Romulus News), except that now 
we use a weighted forward-spinner/ 
night-crawler combination using the 
countdown method. A five-eighths- 
ounce weight forward-spinner combi- 
nation will fall about one foot per sec- 
ond. If the fish are suspended eight feet 
down, count eight seconds and retrieve 
slowly. The walleye in this area have 
just finished spawning in the Maumee 
River area, and should be feeding hot 
and heavy.
